Finally!!!! REPORTS!!!!! From the ACE membership, no less!!!! Good 
reports at that!!!!!! Thank you!!!!!! 

Andy Yoder (Mr. "Pirate Pages" his bad self) dropped an interesting note 
regarding the activity on 7415 kHz. As ACE members know, this is a favorite 
frequency for "pirate radio operators" (i.e., people who often live in their par- 
ents* garage, still think it's 1973, and broadcast a lot of mediocre stuff which they 
sincerely think is terrific). Andy notes there's a CW numbers station on 7415 
which usually blows away any station — pirate or not — that happens to be on that 
frequency. Andy further observed the numbers station had seemed to fire up its 
transmitter whenever it felt like it and begin CW numbers messages. But on June 
24, Radio Clandestine was operating on 7415 with signals, according to Andy, 
"better than those of WRNO!" At 0439, Radio Clandestine left the air and imme- 
diately afterwards the CW numbers station came on. Andy says that he doesn't 
think this was a coincidence. 

Right you are, Andy. And here's a friendly word of advice from Uncle 
Harry to all you pirate operators out there in radioland: Don't screw around 
with The Man. 

Here's why I offer such sage advice. I'm willing to bet big money that these 
CW transmissions originate from Cuba, since CW as a numbers station mode has 
long been used by the Soviet bloc. As such, you better believe that the fun bunch 
of guys and gals at Fort Meade are also listening in. Andy's logging strongly indi- 
cates that the sending station is monitoring the frequency before beginning opera- 
tions. Why would it do so? Probably because they're getting feedback from the 
intended recipients that some stations on that frequency are causing QRM. And if 
that's so, the pirate stations might be causing the crew at NSA some problems. 

Put yourself in their shoes it's a weekend night, you're having to copy some 

dopey CW traffic from Cuba, and you're having problems doing so because 
somebody's on the same frequency doing a bad imitation of early 1970s radio. 
What do you think the response of the NSA person would be? (If it were me, I 
would take personal offense.) The FCC would be called in, and believe me when I 
say the FCC jumps when the NSA snaps their fingers. (Remember when the 30 
meter ham band was first opened, and there was this narrow slice that was still 
off-limits? There was a Havana to Moscow RTTY link there, and the FCC kept 

hams out at the NSA's request.) 

There is no surer or quicker way to get busted than to cause QRM to a sig- 
nal the NSA is interested in. 

The July bulletin told how "WRFT" in Texas was busted. Now why do you 
suppose the FCC singled WRFT out for a bust among all the pirate stations then 
active? Could the fact that it operated on 7415 kHz have played a part????? 

Get wise, people, and stay off 7415. 

The July "frequency of the month" here has been 8185 kHz and vicinity. 
Here is what I've been hearing: 

8185 Tune-in to five-digit Spanish numbers 0705 7/15. 

"Atencion 866 04" 0633 7/16; "04 30" repeated five times 0635, and 
into five-digit Spanish groups. * 




Strong open carrier 0545 7/22. Sporadic "scratches" and "pops" 
heard. At 0554, the word "atencion" was heard once, and then the 
OC resumed! 0610, "atencion 468 05" began repeating; the "05" part 
was heard first when it began. "Mushy" audio but killer signals hit 
ting 40 dB over S9— very strong for a five-digit station here. 
Tune-in to five-digit Spanish numbers 0640 7/23, signal about S9. 

8186.3 "Atencion 866 04" repeated 0630 7/2, "04 30" repeated five times 
0633, and then into five-digit Spanish groups 

8189.2 "Atencion 315 01" repeated 0530 7/14, directly into five-digit groups 
0533. Mediocre, fady signals. 

All of the above were in AM with a female announcer. If you stumble 
across an unusual signal of some sort, try for it again in that general frequency 
range and time period. Some interesting patterns develop with these! 



George Zeller of Ohio wrote about the multitude of CW numbers stations 
showing up in the 40-meter "pirate band." George observes that these stations use 
modulated CW, so a BFO is not necessary to receive them. George says one on 
7413 6 at 0230 on 7/5 played havoc with the July 4 "pirate fest." He was even lis- 
tening to one on 7433 at 0215 on IP while he wrote his letter to me! The ID 
seems to be "5T775/25", with an apparent "interval signal" of a rapid series ol 
dashes (or the letter "T") "so as to give you a headache," as George put it. He fur- 
ther notes these stations come in at least 10 dB over S9 in Cleveland and are a 

nuisance. . . ,., , 

As I said concerning Andy Yoder's loggings, these transmissions are likely 
from Cuba and are being avidly monitored by certain people with clout. The wise 
pirate operator will monitor any frequency being considered for use, and UbY 
pronto if a numbers station or other unusual activity is already there. 
########################################################## 
Self-indulgent ego-flexing time: Ye Ed has another book to his credit! This 
is no joke!

In addition to the 
frequency listings, it includes a general introduction to the different types of un- 
derground radio as well as feature material on the "KKN" stations mystery and 
the curious goings-on at the Warrenton Training Center in Virginia. The 
Underground Frequency Guide is currently available from CRB Research and 
Universal Shortwave, or directly from yours truly for $6.95 plus $1.00 shipping.

NYC's Prolific W HOT Busted 



Rumors about the bust of ■ WHOT, the 
legendary FM and AM station from Brooklyn 
are true. Recently, I talked with a few of 
the WHOT staff members over the 
telephone. They confirmed that the station 
had been closed by the FCC, but that the 
rumored details about the bust were 
"completely untrue." 

Unfortunately, the staff would not 
release any details on the closure. 
However, they announced a new address for 
free radio freaks to reach them at. With 
the new address, they have created a new 
line of merchandise for sale. 

Presently, they are selling WHOT 
t-shirts with "a '60's-style logo" for $10. 
The shirts are available in a variety of 
colors. Also, they said that old QSL 
reports can be verified via the new address 
(the old verification sheets are being 
reprinted). For those listeners who never 
had the chance to hear WHOT on the air, 
the station personnel said they plan to sell 
tapes of old FM broadcasts in the near 
future. 

DJ, Pete Sake, said this new attempt at 
pirate merchandising has no connection with 
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the bust or raising money to replace old 
equipment. The staff also said that theyi 
"have no plans for pirate broadcasting in] 
the near future." 

WHOT operated with a professional 
oldies/telephone call format with high 
power in FM stereo from Brooklyn, NY for 
over six years. Apparently, the station 
drew a large audience of non-DXers from 
across the NYC area. 

The station reached prominence with 
the DX crowd in 1986, when it began 



simulcasting on AM, near 1630 kHz. 
Listeners from across the Northeast 1 
regularly tuned in to the marathon 
broadcasts featuring the well-known on the 
air personalities of Hank Hayes, Pete Sake, 
and Jim Nasi urn. - Frequently, the station 
would begin its broadcasts around 0300 and' 
sign-off between 0800 and 1000. !

A few other stations have the 
programming together and are still working 
on the technical end. WXZR (Meontological 
Research Radio) is an interesting venture 
that features comedy skits and industrial 
noise and punk music. They have some of. 
the coolest QSL cards and letters that I've 
seen around in a while. 

Filling another programming niche is 
WHIP (the Voice of the Hipster).

BAYRAK RADIO 

Last month we mentioned this Turkish Cypriot operation. Since then, your editor found that Don Jensen 
of Wisconsin (and of RCI's SWL Digest 'Don Jensen's Journal') actually QSL'ed this station in the 1970's 
Rich D'Angelo has cryptically raised the possibility that "Radio Bayrak" might be persuaded "to stay on 
the air late during the winter." Your editor is scheduled to meet with both Don and Rich in August, so 
next month we should have some good inside information on this station, which was brought to our 
attention last month by Mark Pierce of California. 



US - AIR JAMMER 

Normally I would send this item to Harry Helms for the "Covert Corner" column, but I just got it in as 
last minute information. The July 27 edition of the Cleveland Plain Dealer reported that the FCC has 
fined US Air Inc. "for deliberately jamming radio communications of Eastern Airlines flights at 
Philadelphia International Airport." During the Eastern strike, USAir and Jetstream International Airlines 
were apparently jamming radio communications being attempted by Eastern airplanes. FCC lawyer and 
spokesman Wayne T. McKee said that the jamming was "potentially very dangerous," and that it had taken 
place while plane crews talked by radio with control tower personnel during taxiing, takeoffs and 
landings. Both USAir and Jetstream International Airlines were fined $2,000 apiece. While not really 
either a pirate or a clandestine station, these broadcasts were definitely strange and unusual, and thev 
therefore deserve mention in A*C*E.

CLANDESTINE PROFILE by George ZeUer 



Your loggings and information about clandestine radio stations are always very welcome. You can mail 
them to your editor at 3492 West 123rd Street, Cleveland, Ohio 44111. Or, you can call (216) 941-3366, 
except on weekdays between 1200-2045 UTC, when (216) 696-9077 is the number to call. Although the 
summer is not exactly prime DX season, we again have some good material this month. 

THE GREY AREA ; PIRATES vs. CLANDESTINES 

Your editor has now been writing this column for over four years. During this time, several A*C*E 
members have written or called with a common question. Although the official name of A*C*E is the 
"Association of Clandestine radio Enthusiasts," most club members have always had a primary interest 
in pirate radio stations. But, all of us stumble across other strange and unlicensed signals on shortwave 
as well. This "Clandestine Profile" column has traditionally covered political clandestine stations 
throughout the world, while Harry Helms' "Covert Corner" column digs into other unusual and mysterious 
signals related to espionage, smuggling, and the tremendous array of other odd signals heard on shortwave 
frequencies. 

A common question that comes up, especially among new A*C*E members, is "What is the difference 
between pirate and clandestine stations?" During 1988 and 1989, this question has also created some 
discussions among veteran North American DX-ers. While Jerry Falwell was relaying the audio feed for 
the USA-financed anti-Nicaragua Radio Liberacion (using his satellite television facilities), was this a 
pirate, a clandestine, or a licensed service? The six year veteran "pirate" (?) Voice of Tomorrow has also 
been a difficult station to classify. Their hard-core fascist English language programming is definitely 
clandestine in nature, but the station's operating habits are clearly like those of other North American 
pirate stations. 

The 1989 Pirate Radio Directory (by George Zeller) tries to define the difference between pirate and 
clandestine stations. (It's been a long time since we shamelessly plugged this book. It is available from 
most major shortwave radio dealers, and is also available direct from the publisher for $6.00 plus $1.00 
shipping in the USA from Tiare Publications, Post Office Box 493, Lake Geneva, Wisconsin 53147). The 
book says that "unlicensed 'clandestine' broadcasters transmit programming that advocates political and 
social change, usually directed toward a specific target country." This contrasts with pirate radio stations, 
who "primarily concentrate on entertainment programming. Most are operated by individual radio 
hobbyists as alternatives to commercial and governmental licensed broadcasting." 

So, stations like the anti-Castro Radio Caiman are obviously clandestines. Conversely, rockers and comedy 
broadcasters such as WEN J, Weekend Music Radio (see this month's DiaLogs column), and the 16 year 
veteran Radio Clandestine are clearly pirate stations. 

FREE RADIO ONE 

The newest example of a station that may fall into the grey area between pirates and clandestines is Free 
Radio One. The first loggings of this new station were printed in the May 1989 A*C*E bulletin. Your 
editor heard them as early as April 18 as an unidentified relay of the Radio Free America TRVO radio 
service. Steve Sachs of Illinois gets credit for the first A*C*E log of this relay under the "Free Radio 
One" ID on May 5. The station has promised QSL's via their address at 3434 North Pacific Highway, 
Med ford, Oregon 97501. So far my report to them, as well as reports from Bob Ross of Ontario and other 
A*C*E members, have not produced QSL's. However, both Bob and I received a two page brochure from 
the station with a description of their station philosophy. The brochure also said, "QSL to follow." 

tree Radio One is opposed to commercial "big brother controlled" broadcasting in North America. It is 
part of "a very loosely knit network of freedom and liberty loving patriotic and Christian Americans" 
that is putting together a transmitter network "right in the commercial AM and FM broadcast bands, UHF 
TV, and shortwave." They offer various publications for sale. These include a "Primer on Free Underground 
Broadcasting" for $5.00, as well as other publications such as "What to Do If FCC Calls," parts one and 
two, at $15.00 each. (It must be heavyweight advice at that pricel) They also claim to publish a monthly 
newsletter called "Link" for $12.00 per year. 

About half of the time, programming on Free Radio One still consists of relays of the North America 
One satellite feed. On other occasions, it broadcasts its own strongly anti-USA government programming 
with an extremely right-wing political orientation. Specifically, they are opposed to the federal income 
tax, which they variously describe as socialistic and communistic. In particular, their beeT here seems 
to be that they advocate the legality of political lobbying and commercial activities by "nonprofit" right 
wing churches and individuals, with no tax liability. Some of their rhetoric gets reasonably nasty at times. 
The station appears to be interested in a complete overhaul of the United States government and culture, 
rather than a simple replacement of our current set of "socialistic" political officials* 

In May, Free Radio One was on the air at least a dozen times, which was just about as frequent as Diego 
Medina's busted Florida-based clandestine "La Voz de Alpha 66." Free Radio One almost always uses a 
regular frequency of 7415.00 KHz. The station stands out from other North American pirates who operate 
sporadically on somewhat variable frequencies. Free Radio One is beginning to take on a number of 
characteristics that we usually reserve for clandestine stations. 
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
